Decorum Needed 


Repercussions of last week’s special town meet- 
ing on rent control are still being heard in discus- 
sions about town. 

In the memory of several who have attended town | 
meetings for many years Andover has never wit- 
nessed a more unruly session. 


None can recall when it was necessary for a mod- 
erator to admonish a group of town meeting members | 
for their outbursts of hoots and jeers at an opposi- 
tion speaker, nor can they remember when a modera- 
tor had to call several times for quiet while a tally 
was being taken. 


In the debate over a quorum an attempt to shout | 
down the moderator followed the announcement that | 
only 347 persons — three short of a quorum — were | 
in the auditorium. When Mr. Sweeney, the moderator, 
declared that the only motion he could entertain at 
the time was a motion to adjourn this announcement 
was greeted with a chorus of ‘‘Noes’’ and ‘*hoos.’’

The torrid spell which began) 
last Friday was due, experts say,| 
to warm winds blowing easterly 
over the hot middlewestern farm- 
lands and baked dry ground, 

Over the past weekend thou- 
sands sought relief at beaches and 
other resorts while the threat of 
water shortages and forest fires 
posed problems for state and com- 
munity officials, 

Acting Gov. Sumner G. Whittier 
in Massachusetts closed the woods 
at noon Tuesday when forests 
were reported ‘‘dry as a tinderbox.’’ 

By Wednesday 38 major blazes 
were reported across the state 
while several large forest fires 
raged in other parts of New Eng- 
land, 

The prolonged hot weather has 
raised havoc with crops. Produce 
growers in the state report that 
losses will be close to $5 million. 
Truck gardners in Essex county 
see their losses mounting daily. 
Sunscald has ruined half of the 
tomato crop, sweet corn has wilted, 
while cucumbers and squash vines 
have been seared by the hot sun 
until they are just about worthless, 

While several sections are start- 
ing to face water shortages there 
is little danger of a shortage here 
at the present time, The water in 
Haggett’s pond on Sept. 1 was down 
50 inches, a drop of 11 inches 
during the month of August, yet 
officials feel that the situation 
there is better for this season of 
the year than it has been for a 
long time. The pond early this 
year was higher than it has been 
for many past springs. 

Water consumption remains high 
but none of the daily records have 
been broken, 

Earlier in the month, August had 
two long periods when tempera- 
tures were sub-normal. For the 
first 10 days this situation pre- 
vailed when early morning tem- 
peratures in the lower 40’s were 
reported, Then from Aug, 11 to 16 
temperatures got back to normal 
only to drop from the 17th to 27 
into another cool period when the 
mercury dipped on several morn- 
ings as low as 42 degrees,
